No, 242/1 10/6J-T KD(/J). — In order to facilitate the 
speedy and scientific development of the Research Division of 
the Central Bureau of Investigation and to make available to 
it the advice of knowledgeable persons in the field of crimino- 
logy, law-enforcement, police training and organisation and 
other branches of police science, the Government have decided 
to set up a Police Research Advisory Council in the Central 
Bureau of Investigation, The Council will be an advisory body 
whoso functions will be 

(a) to consider the policy and programmes for police 
research; 

(b) to give guidance in the coordination of police 
research in the country; 

(c) to render advice on points involving methodology 
and techniques of research, and, 

( d ) to review the progress made in their work and to 
suggest further measures for effetively pursuing 
research programmes. 

2. The composition of the Council will be as follows : —

2. &3, Inspectors General of Police of two States. 

4. Director, Central Police Training College, Mount 
Abu. 

5. Director, Indian Institute of Public Administration or 
his representative. 

6. Head of the Department of Criminology in an Insti- 
tute of Social Sciences, in India. 

1,/kS. Two eminent scholars of Universities engaged in re- 
search relating to criminology or social science. 

Note L— ' The selection of members mentioned at 2, 3, 6, 
7 and 8 above will be made by the Ministry of Home Affairs 
on the recommendation of the Chairman of the Council. 

Note 2.— The members mentioned at Serial N 03 . 2, 3, 6, 
7 and 8 will hold membership for a period of two years, 
which may be renewed, if necessary. 

Noth 3. — The Chairman of the Council may also co-opt 
one or two from among the under mentioned to participate 
in the deliberations of the Council as and when required ; -- 

fal A representative of the Ministry of Transport, Gov- 
ernment of India;

No. 8/35/66-C.S//, — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in June, 1967 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies 
m the following Services/ posts are published for general 
iruormation : — 

fi) Central Secretariat Clerical Service — Lower Divi- 
sion Grade; 

(ii) RMlwav Board Secretariat Clerical Service- 

Grade H; 


(ui) Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade VI; and 

(iv) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in certain Depart- 
ments and Attached Offices of the Government of 
India not participating in the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service/I.F.S.(B)/Railway Board Secreta- 
riat Clerical Service. 

A candidate may compete in respect of any one or more 
of the Services/posts mentioned above, He may specify in 
his application as many of these Services/posts as he may 
wish to compete for. Candidates arc wained that they 
wdl not be considered for appointment to any Service/post 
not specified by them- 

N.B . — Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services/posts for which they 
wish to compete. No request ior alteration in the pre- 
ferences indicated by a candidate in respect of Services/ 
posts fot which he is competing would he considered, un- 
less the request for such alteration is received in the Oflico 
of the Union Public Service Commission or the Ministry of 
Home Affairs within 15 days of the date of announcement 
of the result of the examination, 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appen- 
dix I to tlie Rules. 

The date on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. A candidate must be either- — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to Ind.a, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of per- 
manently settling in India; or 

(f) 11 person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and East African coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic 
of Tanzania (formerly Tangany.ka and Zanzibar) 
with the intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d), (c) and (f) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been g ven by 
the Government of India, and if he belongs to 
category (f) the certificate of eligibility, will be 
issued for a period of one year after wh'ch such 
a canJidVe will be retained in se.vicc subject to 
his having acquired Indian citizenship; 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however be necessary m 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the foilowms 
categories : — 

(i) persons who migrated to India from Pakistan be- 
fore the nineteenth day of July 1948, and have 
ordinarily been residing in India since then. 

(ii) Persons who m.grated to India from Pakistan on 
or af'er th* nin?ta-ri'h day o July 1948 and have 
got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution viz., 26th 
January 1950, and who have continued in such ser- 
vice since then. Anv such person who re-entered 
or may re-enter such service with break after the 
26th January 1950, will however, require certificate 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to catego- 
ries (c), (d) and (e) above will not be eligible ior 
appointment to the Indian Foreign Service (B) — 
Grade VI. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

4. No candidate who docs not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
Or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a rerident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Goa, Daman and Diu or is not a migrant from 
Kenya, Uganda and the United Reonblic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) shall be permitted to com- 
pete more than two times at the examination, but this 
restriction is effective from the examination held in 1961.

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide displaced person from East Pakistan and 
has migtated to India on or after 1st January 1964; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also bona fide displaced person from East 
Pakistan and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
January 1964; 

(iv) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has received education through the medium of 
French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Ceylon 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st Novem- 
ber 19ti4, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October, 1964; 

(vi) u,p to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Ceylon and has migrated to India on or afCr 1st 
November 1664 under the Indo-Ccylon Agreement 
of October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and 
Diu; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(i.x) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June 1963; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of the

(These reflations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of thei- CLmtng up to the tequtred physical standard. 
But it must be clearly understood ,hat the Government of 
India reserve to themselves an absolute discretion to reject 
as unlit any candidate whom they may consider, on the 
rtport of the Medical Board, to he physically disqualified and 
that their aisctetion is in no lcspect limited by these regula- 
tions. These regulations are intended merely for the guidance 
or Medical Examine s and are not meant to strict their 
direction in any way. For the disabled ex-Defence Services 
personnel, the sta tdards will be relaxed consistent with the 
requirements of the posts.) 

I. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good men e 1 and bodily herilh and free from any 
physical defee, likely to interfe’rc witn the efficient p..rform- 
an„; of tire dunes of his appo.ntmcn,, 

c. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest 
$i ,n of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) race, 
it is left to t;ic Medical Board to -use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most sui.ablc as a guide in the examina- 
tion of the candidates. If there be any disproportion With 
regard to heiyh., weight, and chest girth, the cand.da c should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-Ray of the chrst taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows :■ — ■ 

Me will remove his shoes and bo placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes ot other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without 
rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shouldeis touching the standards; the chin will be 
depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under 
tho horizontal bar, and the height will be recorded 
In centimetres and parts of a centimetre to halves. 

4, The candidate’s che3t will be measured as follows : — 

Ho will be made to stand erect with his feet together, 
and to raise his arms over hie head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the ches that its upper edge 
touches the interior anries of the shoulder blades 
behind and Ires in the same horizontal place when 
lhe tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side and 
care will be t a 1 en that the shoulders are not thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted, and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in 
centimeocs thus 84 — ST 86 — 93.5 etc. In record- 
ing the measursments fractions of less than half a 
centimetre should not be noted. 

J, The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in Kilograms; fractions of half a Kilogram should 
not be noted. 
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6, The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
v.th following rules. The result of each test will be recorded. 


(b) Trachoma : Trachoma, unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification.

The Medical Board should be given the discre- 
io i to imnrovise such rough tests, e.g., recording of visual 
sciity with reduced illumination or by making the candidate 
recognise various obj'ects in a darkened room after he/she h.is 
been there for 20 to 30 minute:.

A rough method ot calculating normal maximum systolic

(i) With young subjects 15-23 years of age the average 
is about UK) plus the age. 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory, 

N.B. — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 
and diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and 
tire candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or 
otherwise. The Hospitalisation report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to 
excitement etc. or whether it is due to any organic disease. In 
all such cases X-Ray and electro-cardiographic examinations of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as a 
routine. The final decision as to tho fitness or otherwise of a 
candidate will, however, rest with the Medical Board 
only. 

Method of faking Blood Pressure 

Tho mercury manometer type of instrument should be used 
as a m!e. Tho measurement should not be taken within 
fifieen minutes of any cxe,cise or excitement. Provided the 
patient, and paiticularly his arm is relaxed, he may be either 
lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patent's side in a more or less horizontal position. Tho arm 
•ho- T1 bo freed from clothes to the thoulder. The cuff, com- 
pletely deflated,- should bp applied with the middle of the 
i libber over the inner side of tho arm, and its lower edge 
an inch or two above the bent of the elbow. The following 
tin of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to 
"’oid halving during inflation.

The candidate will not be 
t equated to appear in person before the Board on the second 
occasion. To exclude the effects of’ medication it mav be 
necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital, 
under strict supervision. 

9, The following additional points should be observed :• — 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear. In case it 
iB defective the candidate should be examined by 
the ear specialist. Provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remedible by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid, a candidate cannot be declared unfit on 
that account provided he/she has no progressive 
disease in the ear; 

fb) that his/her speech is without impediment; 

(c) that his/her teeth are in good order and that 
he/she is provided with dentures where necessary 
for effective mastication (well filled teeth will b- 
considered as sound); 
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(d) that the chest is well formed and his chest expan- 
sion sufficient; and that his heart and lungs aie 
sound. 

(c) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease, 

(f) that he is not ruptured; 

(g) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, severe degree 
of varicoceie, varicose veins or piles; 

h) that his limbs, hands, and feet are well formed and 
developed and that there is free and perfect motion 
of all his joints; 

( 1 ) that he docs not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect; 

(k) that ho does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 
(m) that he is free from communicable disease. 

10. Radiographic examination of the chest should be done 
as a routine in all cases for detecting any abnormality of 
the heart and lungs which may not be apparent by ordinary 
physical examination. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certificate 
and the medical examiner should state his opinion whether 
or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of the duties which will be required of the candidate. 

Note. — Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing, appointed 
to determine their fitness for the above services. If, however, 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the decision 
of the first Board, it is open to Government to allow an appeal 
to a second Board. Such evidence should be submitted within 
one month of the date of the communication in which 
the decision of the first medical Board is communicated to 
the candidate otherwise no request for an appeal to a second 
Medical Board will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as 
a piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judge- 
ment in the decision of the first Board, the certificate will not 
be taken into consideration unless it contains a note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 
given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has 
already been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical 
Board. 

Medical Board’s Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner. 

The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should make 
due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, of 
the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfy Government, or the ap- 
pointing authority, as the case may be, that he has no disease, 
constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfitting him, or 
likely to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness involves 
future as well as the present and that one of the main objects 
of medical examination is to secure continuous effective service, 
and in the case of candidates for permanent appointment to 
prevent early pension or payment in case of premature death. 
It is at the same time to be noted that the question is one 
of the likelihood of continuous effective service, and that 
rejection of a candidate need not be advised on account of 
the presence of a defect which is only a small proportion 
of cases is found to interfere with continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be coopted as a member of the Medical 
Board whenever a woman candidate is to be examined, 

Candidates appointed to the posts of Geologists (Jr.) and 
Assistant Geologists are liable for field service in or out of 
India. In the case of such a candidate, the Medical Board 
should specifically record their opinion as to his fitness or 
otherwise for field service. 

The report of the Medical Board should be treated as con- 
fidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appointment 
in the Government Service the grounds for refection may be 
communicated to the candidate in broad terms without giving 
minute details regarding the defects pointed out by the Medi- 
cal Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for the Government service 
can be cured bv treatment ( medical or surgical) a stat-ment 
to that effect should be recorded bv the Medical Board. 
There is no objection to a candidate being informed of the 
Board’s opinion to this effect bv the appointing authority and 
when a cure has been effected it will be open to the authority 
concerned to ask for another Medical Board. 


In the case of candidate* who are to be declared Tempo- 
rarily Unfit’ the period specified for re-examJnation should 
not ordinarily exceed six months at the maximum. On re- 
examination after the specified period these candidates should 
not be declared temporarily unfit for a further period but a 
final decision in regard to their fitness for appointment or 
otherwise should be given.
